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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 
Drawings 

The drawings filed on July 9, 2003 are acceptable subject to correction of the 

informalities indicated below. In order to avoid abandonment of this application, 
correction is required in reply to the Office action. The correction will not be held in 
abeyance. 

I. The drawings are objected to because Fig. 68 has no label for "a" and "b". 
Applicants' specification discloses: 

Figures 68a and 68b show graphs of typical Zeeman splitting patterns for two 
different transitions in a paramagnetic molecule (page 117, lines 12-13). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an

Figure 83 shows a typical tubular solid oxide fuel cell ("SOFC"). 
Figure 84 shows a typical membrane/electrode assembly ("MEA") for a PEMFC 
(page 120, lines 20-23). 

Figure 88 shows a typical stack of PEM fuel cells (page 1 21 , line 1 ). 
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Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on September 4, 2008 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of any patent granted on Application Numbers 10/203,797; 10/508,462; 
10/507,659; and 10/507,660 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-6 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a method for conditioning at least one conditionable participant in a 
fuel cell reaction system to form a conditioned participant in said fuel cell reaction 
system comprising the step of applying as presently claimed, esp., excluding a spectral 
conditioning catalyst and excluding a physical catalyst and a reactant in a fuel cell 
reaction system. 

Claims 22 and 23 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a method for conditioning at least one conditionable 
participant in a fuel cell reaction system comprising the step of applying as presently 
claimed, esp., excluding a spectral conditioning catalyst and excluding a physical 
catalyst and a reactant in a fuel cell reaction system. 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
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Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have been motivated to adopt the above 
conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness cannot be established. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 

than the payment of the Issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the Issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
